In 1922, Morros left communist 
ie-Unite*-6tates-«a4 
became a cltiicn. For a time he 
was music director of several New 
vnrlr theaters. He w ent to Hollywood 
when the talklcsbegan. and was 
for many -years music director of 
Paramont pictures. He started bla 
own producing company in 1939 
and through the war years alternat- 
ed between musical gaiety and gov- 
ernment training fibns. His last 
recorded ptwiuction was "damegle 
Hall" In 1841 

The two recorded Indictments tell 
the following story of the spy ring 
and Morros' part In It: 

Berla summoned Soble to Moscow 
In 1040 and sent him to the United 
Slates on a spy mission. He arrived, 
by the way ot Japan, in IMl. In 
1M4. Morros was summoned from 
Hollywood to k New York meeting 



with Vasalli U. Zubllo, then about 
to "leave his Washingtoo embassy 
post, and Soble, Zoblin is said to 
have told Morros he would receive 
ht« further instructions from Soble. 



The Indictment^ record no further 
meetings between Soble and Morros 
until IMl, In New York. From that 
tlrae-onT-he-flgurea-tromlnently-hv 
the meetlnga and passage of spy 
documents between all the alleged 
conspirators. He met Soble in Paris 
in June, 1949, and a month later 
in Zurich, Switzerland. 

In February, 1950, the Indict- 
ments say, this capitalist refugee 
from Russian communism "did 
meet ... In ah apartment in Mos- 
cow" with Beria'a spy lieutenant 
and two other Russians. 

In IBSl, 1992 and 199}, Morros 
met with Soble, the Zlatovakis and 
various Russians, mostly In Vienna, 
sometimes in _New York, The last 
meeting of which notels made was 
with Sable in New York in Octolxr, 
1S94.
